Not only the autside of the fly 
is covered with germs, but

John Armstrong McAfee 


The life 
of 
John 
Armstrong 
McAfee, Presbyterian minister and 
educator, presents a striking pic­ 
ture of a man with fortitude and 
determ ination, who strove through 
years of hard work in the face of 
many obstacles to put into practice 
his ideal of an educational pro­ 
gram, a self-help plan for needy 
college students. 
McAfee, the son of devout pio­ 
neers from Kentucky, was horn 
in Marion county on December 12, 
1831. 
Hi- obtained most of 
his 
education through his own efforts, 
working on his father’s farm hy 
day and spending long evenings 
reading, by the light of an open 
fire, his meager collection of the 
classics and some volumes of Am­ 
erican history. His formal sc h o o l­ 
ing began when he was 21. 
He 
left home then, hiring someone to 


take his place on the farm, 
and 
after seven years of 
alternately 
going to school and working 
t*> 
support himself, 
he- 
graduated 
from Westminster college in Ful­ 
ton. 
He entered at once on his 
educational career, 
accepting 
i 
teaching position in the 
Female 
seminary at Fulton. 
The follow­ 
ing year he was placed in charge 
ol Watson seminary at 
Ashley, 
Missouri, resigning several year- 
later to become president ot Par­ 
dee college at Louisiana, M i^oun 
The Presbyterian Synod ot Mis­ 
souri failed to finance 
this 
in­ 
stitution according to his expecta­ 
tions, and after 
struggling 
for 
three years against adverse finan­ 
cial conditions, McAfee 
resigned 
to go to Highland university 
at 
Highland, Kansas. 
Here he was 
recognized as an 
excellent 
in­ 
structor and was urged to accept 
the presidency <d the institution, 
but tie declined rather than give 


up a cherished scheme for help­ 
ing needy students gain a college 
education. 
His self-help plan was 
well developed hy 1875, with the 
establishm ent of Hufford Home, 
where students under his 
super­ 
vision 
worked 
while 
pursuing 
their studies. 
This plan was con 
idered hy the trustees as vision­ 
ary, and not worthy of assistance 
In 1875, Reverend McAfee met 
George S. Park, wealthy 
land- 
owner who had offered the Platti 
Presbytery lands, buildings, 
and 
money for tin- establishm ent of a 
denominational college. _ Although 
this offer was refused, it w asjyyen 
considerable publicity, and"" when 
tin two men met, recognizing like 
ideals and ambitions, they agreed 
upon a plan of 
procedure 
that 
made Park eollege possible. 
The college opened in May 1875 
with an enrollm ent of eighteen or 
twenty, a 
m ajority 
of 
whom 
Reverend McAfee 
brought 
with 
him fiotn Hufford Home.

titution was 
incorporated 
fou 
years later when the first 
class 
consisting of four students, was 
graduated.

FARMERS GETS CASH CROP 
FROM IIARDWOOIiS TRACT 
Seventeen years ago a 16-year 
growth of hardwoods on 18 acres 
of woodland in Montgomery Coun­ 
ty, Ind., sold for $5,845. Foresters 
of the United States Forest Sciv- 
iee estim ate that another cutting 
now “ripe”—will yield 
approxi­ 
mately as much tim ber as was cut 
17 years ago. 
The foresters point 
out that just what 
the 
present 
crop would sell for depends 
on 
the demand, but they cite this as 
an exam ple of how good 
hard­ 
wood trees—or a woodland of any 
kind—may add to the farm in­ 
come, if selective cutting is pract­ 
iced. 
The woodland, owner! by John 
Binford, originally was used 
for 
fuel and for tim ber on the farm. 
It never has been burned, grazed, 
or clear rut. In 1905 all m erchant­ 
able tim ber was sold, but there are 
no records of the am ount or valut 
of the sale. 
In 1921, Binford first was offer­ 


ed $1,200 for his tim ber crop. He 
checked with other buyers until 
he obtained an offer of $3,000 and 
finally the $5,845. 
The final sell­ 
ing price averaged about 
$34 
a 
tree. 
The Forest 
Service 
says 
there are 
many 
old 
hardwood 
tracts with trees worth that much 
or more. 
The Binford 
tract 
of 
oak, elm, ash, and a few walnut 
trees is in an area that has fur­ 
nished some of the world’s finest 
hardwood timber. Based on 
the 
1921 sale, the 18 acres have aver­ 
aged a return of around $20 
an 
acre per year. 
“Farm ers will usually gain hy 
selective cutting of the trees 
so 
that only the 
‘ripe’ 
trees 
are 
taken,” says the Forest 
Service. 
“This means 
taking 
out 
trees 
which have no further value 
in 
the woodland or that have made a 
good growth and hy removal will 
give spare for other trees to grow 
Grazing with cattle, hogs, or other 
livestock and burning rum s many 
line woodlands.”
